circle of little: forms, heads. all facing 
out, just as in their tative stubble they 
rést facing in every: direction, so that 
at the first hint of danger from any 
point of the compass the covey may 
explode and go booming off in safety. 
Poor little fellows, their ~wild life is 
strenuous indeed! Well for their race 
that every nest holds from ten to eight- 
een eggs instead of three or four! 

The woodpeckers Sleep resting upon 
their tails, even the flickers invarjably 
following this custom, although during 
the day the flickers spend much of 
their time perching in passerine man- 
ner, crosswise upon a twig. Small 
birds, such as thrushes and warblers, 
sleep usually upon some small twig, 
with heads tucked behind wings in 
orthodox bird fashion, but they occa- 
sionally vary this in a remarkable way 
by clinging all night to the vertical 
wires of their cages, sleeping apparent- 
ly as soundly in this as in the usual 
position of rest. A bluebird in a small 
cage slept thus about one or two nights 
out of each’ week. Any explanation of 
this voluntary and widespread habit 
among perching birds would be difficult 
to suggest. 

The little hanging parrakeets derive 
their name from their custom of sleep- 
ing always in a reversed position, and 
when distributed over their roosting 
tree they resemble some strange, pend- 
ant, green fruit ratngptian sleeping

When ‘to Call on Brides. 

There need never be any doubt about 
auswering a wedding invitation and 
the mode of procedure later, for un- 
less it is requested that an answer be 
sent at onee no acknowledgment of 
the cards is necessary until the day 
set for the wedding. Then, whether 
the ceremony be in the morning, after- 
noon or evening, a woman attending it

for the day. of course, and decollete for 
evening. What a man wears is gov- 
ernéd accordingly. 

If one has been bidden to a reception 
at the house after the marriage, it is 
customary if this is in the daytime to 
leave a visiting card, as at any tea. 
None is left for the bride and bride- 
groom. To be exact in this particular, 
a married woman going to the recep- 
tion, would leave one of her cards and 
two of her husband’s if the invitations 
were sent out in the names of the 
bride’s parents. If for any reason the 
invitations are issued by one person 
only, as in the case of one parent be- 
ing dead or a guardian being the per- 
son who sends them, only one card 
of the married’ woman and one of her 
husband's would be left. 

For an evening reception no cards 
are required, = 

If for any reason it is impossible to 
attend the ceremony or reception to 
which one has been invited, visiting’ 
cards, following the rule given, should 
be sent on the day of the wedding. 
they being addressed to tbe person or 
persons sending the invitations, 

Whether presént or absent ffom the 
marriage or reception a call within two 
weeks after the wedding is imperative. 
During this visit cards are left as at a 
reception. 

An unmarried woman does not leave 
a card for the father of the bride un- 
less he alone gave the invitation. Good 
form now demands that such an invi- 
tation from a man requires a visiting 
ecard afterward from all whom he hon- 
oved, and an unmarried woman would 
post hers or send it to the house by a 
the regular calling 
hours. A married woman would leave 
hers and her bhusband’s in the same 
way. 

If the card that comes in the. wed- 
ding invitation bears simply her new 
name and that of her husband, with 
the address of their new home, this 
means that she will be at home any 
afternoon informally. If she ‘has 
“days” they are the same as a “tea,” 
except for the fact that the bride is 
expected to return these calls. Any 
one going to her days or sending cards 
makes a formal call or shows a desire 
to do so, and it is for her to respond.

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HUDSON BAY RAILWAY 


The action of the government.ii 
naking provision for the constructio 
of the proposed Hudson Bay railwa; 
will be good news to the people of th: 
west, For years the subject has bee 
wfore the people in one way or aa - 
ther, but for business reasons thi 
pinion of the east was against it an 
sverything that could be used as a 
irgument was used against the pr: - 
ject. In recent years the Canadiai 
Northern railway undertook to builk 
a2spur out from their Prince Albert 
line at Eboimami, to Fort Churchili, 
und have constructed over two hun- 
lred miles of the five hundred that 
will be necessary to build to the bay. 
Now, the government are undertaking 
Lo build a line that will cover the dis 
tance between the Grand Trunk Pa 
cific and Fort Churchill and which wil 
be paid for from the receipts obtainec 
from the sale of certain parts of the 
lpr domain in the distriet to be 
penefited by the construction of the 
road, . With the building of the Hud- 
son Bay road a series of roads to the | 
short-cut to European markets will at 
once be inaugurated, The C.N. R. 
will not hesitate to complete the road 
which is now nearly half built. The 
C.P.R. will seek to ayail itself of the 
Fort Churchill route so that the con- 
gestion of grain traffic may be helped, 
and there is little doubt that the Great 
Northern will avail itself of the same 
emporium on Hudson Bay to get. the 
shorter route from the western states 
to the markets of the world. Already 
the Dominion government have sent 
out surveyors to Fort Churchill to 
take necessary action towards laying 
it out for city purposes and the rush to 
that port, which the Daily News re- 
ferred to some time ago, will be on 
very soon. It is safe to say that ten 
years from today a new ocean ship- 
ping emporium, with a population 
from 60,000 to 100,000 will be estab- 
lished at. Fort Churchill, which wili 
handle a larger grain traffic than is 
now transferred at the city of Buffalo. 
As has been well said, the twentieth 
century is Canada’s century.—Calygary 
Daily News.

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The First Coins, 

While the first actual coining of 
money is attributed to. Pheidon, king 
of Argos, in 895 B. C., it must not be 
supposed that there had not existed a 
keep appreciation of the value and 
uses of money for centuries previous 
to the introduction of coinage. The 
ancient Egyptians, had a gold ,and sil- 
ver standard of cufrency, and their 
money was in the form of gold and sil- 
ver orbaments, glngs and nuggets, the 
purchasing value of which depended 
on their weight. The Greeks improved 
some What on this system by first mark- 
ing the Weight on gold and silver pug- 
gets so that it would oo longer be 
necessary to reweigh them every time 
they were to be used for purposes of 
exchange or trade. Then came the in- 
troduction of gold, silver and copper 
buggets of graded uniform sizes and 
value, The next step was the molding 
and stamping of disks made from the 
precious metals. Some of these first 
coins were enormous, the idea appar- 
ently being to discourage the greedy 
from attempting to accumylate apd 
carry around too many of them. There 
were copper coins as large as dinner 
nlates. While the idea was based on 
excellent motives, it -had to give way 
hefore the demand for smaller and

MONSTER AIRSHIPS. 


Enormous Ones to Be Built by the 
French Government, 

The French war department is ac 
tively pushing the construction of the 
new dirigible La Republique and is ex- 
pecting to bave this new aerial war- 
ship ready in May, The 1908 budget 
includes the construction of two dirigi- 
bles of like size, and when these are 
completed the government will under- 
take to build several larger airships of 
twice the size. The plans for the first 
of these have been drawn up recently 
by the Lebaudy brothers and submit- 
ted to the war department, The 
length of these new airships will be 
100 meters (328 feet), the greatest di- 
ameter 114% meters (37% feet) and the 
capacity between 7,000 and 8,000 cubie 
meters (247,198 and 282,542 eubic feet). 
#Vhe horsepower wili be 240 and will 
consist of two 120 borsepower four 
cylinder Panhard engines driving two 
separate propeller shafts extending the 
entire length of the body and carrying 
a propeller at each end. ‘Thus there 
will be four propellers, two (one at the 
front and one at th. rear) being oper- 
ated by each motor. In case of a 
breakdown of either of the engines 
the other is sufficlentiy powerful to 
drive the airship to its destination, 

There are also to be two lifting pro- 
pellers mounted on vertical shafts for 
the purpose of obtaining stability un- 
der the most adverse conditions, The 
envelope will be constructed of water- 
proof fabrie supported upon a ‘rigid 
frame in a s{wilar wanuer to that of 
the Zeppelin airship, while the bal- 
loonette to allow for expansion and 
contraction will also be retained.
